The New Day Care 


MORE CAMP, MORE 
SERVICES 


In the last two decades day 
care has changed. 

It's now more like camp 
than group babysitting, and 
the concept has grown to 
include a range of 
enrichment opportunities for 
children and even some 
special services for parents. 
What once was small-scale is 
now a $15 billion industry, 
with an estimated 12 million 
households now requiring 
child care. 

The biggest trend, says 
Kimberly Moore, vice 
president, education, for 
Children’s World Learning 
Centers, based in Golden, 
Colorado, is toward more 
innovation to make child 
care an enhancement to the 
whole family’s lifestyle. “We 
offer a much wider variety of 
services now than we did a 
few years ago,” she says. 

As families have integrated 
day care into their lifestyles, a 
growing number of parents 
seek childcare services while 
on vacation. Some providers 
offer services as part of a 
larger, full-time operation that 
is mostly geared to working 
families, but which also 
includes such options for 
vacationers. 

For example, Montgomery, 
Alabama-based KinderCare 
operates 1,200 centers in 40 
states and offers vacation 
drop-in care on a space- 
available basis, and sitters, 
too, says Becky Gober, 
KinderCare's marketing 
communications manager. At 
Walt Disney World in Lake 
Buena Vista, Florida, 
KinderCare provides child 
care for guests staying in 36 


с different hotels. Not only will 


sitters provide in-room child 
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care, they also will look after 
the elderly and children with 
special needs, and they will 
assist with convention 
group's children's parties. 

Day care centers are also 
looking to meet the needs of a 
growing number of 
elementary-age children who 
need supervision after school. 
KinderCare is talking with kids 
in this age group and finding 
that they consistently want 
certain basic features in after- 
school care: access to 
computers, sports, VCRs, and 
a quiet place to think and 
work. Most elementary-school 
children also prefer going to a 
program in a building that is 
separate from a day care 
center—an annex—and 
more and more child care 
centers are creating such 
settings to meet these 
childrens' preferences, says 
Gober. 

Child care centers are also 
discovering that they can 
become the hub for a wide 
range of other services that 
families need, from dry 
cleaning pick-up to package 
mailing services—all 
available at the same spot 
where families drop off and 
pick up their children. 

KinderCare has developed 
a program it calls "Helping 
America's Busiest Families," 


designed from recent surveys 
that asked parents what types 
of services they would like to 
see available at day care 
centers to make their lives 
easier. Now many centers 
offer ballet, karate and 
gymnastics classes—typically 
tough extras for working 
parents to fit into their long 
days. “How often do you 
have ballet lessons available 
at seven o'clock at night 
when a parent gets home? 
We offer these extras so these 
children can have a chance 
to participate," says Gober. 
Some centers also offer hair 
cuts for the children, and 
even sell postage stamps and 
frozen dinners—at cost. 

Moore predicts that the day 
care center will increasingly 
be seen as a source of almost 
one-stop support for the 
entire family. "We're 
becoming something the 
family depends on not just for 
child care but for everyday 
services and support."

family grilling. “It’s a 
miraculous process to take a 
piece of flank steak and 
marinate it for a few hours, 
grill it, and the whole thing is 
transformed," he says. What's 
interesting and exciting, too, 
he adds, is that children see 
and taste the change. 

While Ingle agrees that the 
fire and hot coals used in 
grilling make the actual 
cooking a less-than-ideal 
activity for kids, he argues 
that the kitchen preparation 
is a perfect opportunity to 
help children learn to cook. 
He often works with his own 
seven-year-old son, Ferrell, to 
put marinades together. 
"Children can start learning 
there are certain herbs, 
spices, oils, and vinegars that 
go with certain parts of the 
world. They learn to use a 
knife and slice an onion and 
peel garlic," he says. 

Ingle admits that cooking 
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Schuyler Ingle offers one of his favorite recipes for family- 


friendly backyard (or great outdoors) grilling: 


2-pound flank steak 
1/4 cup salad oil 
1/4 cup soy sauce 


3 tablespoons red wine vinegar 


2 tablespoons brown sugar 


l-inch piece of fresh ginger, sliced 


2 cloves garlic, sliced 
1 teaspoon sesame oil 


1/2 teaspoon red pepper flakes 


1 teaspoon toasted sesame seeds 


1/4 cup chopped green onion 


Combine ingredients and marinate flank steak for 1-2 


hours. Cook on the grill, 5-10 minutes on each side. Slice 


across the grain. Serves 4. 


with children demands some 
modifications in the kitchen. 
"You ve got to throw out your 
sense of time and your sense 
of what is and isn't a mess," 
he suggests. Ingle 
recommends that parents 


work within the children's 
sense of play, and take the 
time to let them have the 
freedom to experiment and 
learn. 
Most people think they're 
barbecuing, but they're 
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actually grilling, says Ingle. 
Grilling is cooking quickly on 
moderate to high heat, while 
barbecuing involves heating 
at very low temperatures over 
several hours.

Shades for Summer 
WHAT DO KIDS NEED? 


From dime store party 
favors to high-end, high-style 
shades, the options tor 
children’s sunglasses are 
wide-ranging. Kids tend to 
love glasses—at least for a 
moment or two—but how 
can parents tell what is 
actually necessary to protect 
their children’s eyes from the 
sun's damaging ultraviolet 
rays? 

Апу sunglasses that screen 
out 400 nanometer (nm) rays 
block out the vast majority of 
damage, says Todd Turriff, 


director of programs and 
information services at the 
National Society to Prevent 
Blindness. Children's 
sunglasses should also 
meet the U.S. government 
requirements for impact 
resistant lenses in eyeglasses. 
These features should be 
clearly labeled on the 
sunglass label, tag or 
package, he says. 

The cost of sunglasses is 
not necessarily the best guide 
in choosing good protection, 
Turriff says. "Just spending 
$50 for glasses is not enough. 
Some $10 sunglasses are 
actually better." 

Turriff suggests that parents 
check to make sure that the 
lenses are optically correct 
and don t distort light. He 
recommends parents hold 
the glasses away from their 
own eyes and make sure that 
a good horizontal or vertical 
line—like the edge of a 


building or a roof—is 
straight. "This is a more 
common problem with kids’ 


eyeware, he says. 

Sunglasses that shade 
brightness but don't block the 
ultraviolet (UV) rays can 
cause more harm than good, 
Turriff says. Tinting allows the 
eyes to dilate, which 
increases the amount of light 
exposure to the eye. If the 
right UV screening is not 
there, the eyes can actually 
be exposed to more UV rays 
from ineffective sunglasses 
than they would be from no 
glasses at all. 

For children who don't like 
to wear sunglasses—and 
many don’t—Turniff suggests 
parents select a brimmed hat, 
which can reduce the 
amount of UV exposure by 50 
percent and cut the overall 
brightness, too. 

When children are in very 
bright spaces—such as high

altitude, water, sand or snow —a 
combination of high-block UV glasses 
and a wide-brimmed hat offer the 
optimum level of protection.

Good for You: 


AVOIDING SUN SCREAM 


While some exposure to the sun’s 
ultraviolet light is necessary for the body 
to produce vitamin D, too much time in 
the sunshine can cause sunburn, 
premature aging and skin wrinkling, and 
an increased risk of skin cancer. The 
best bet—for children and parents 
alike—is prevention. 

According to Sidney Hurvitz, M.D., 
clinical professor of pediatrics and 
dermatology at the Yale University 
School of Medicine, anyone out in the 
sun for more than 20 or 30 minutes 
needs sunscreen. Most lotions work by 
absorbing ultraviolet rays and are rated 
with a sun protection factor (SPF): the 
higher the factor, the greater the 
protection. 

Hurvitz says a sunscreen with a 
protection factor of 15 is adequate unless 
the skin is extremely fair or the sun 
intense. He advises application of the 
sunscreen 30 minutes before going 
outside, in order to give the lotion time 
to penetrate the skin. The lotion should 
be reapplied every three hours, he says, 
and more often— even if the sunscreen 
is labeled waterproof—when swimming. 

Despite your diligent efforts at 
protecting the skin, sunburn still 
sometimes happens, and it can make 
wearing clothes and sleeping at night a 
challenge. Sunburn is actually the result 
of damage to the outer layer of skin cells 
and the small blood vessels beneath the 
skin. Several days after the burn, the 
dead skin cells peel away, often 
causing itching. 

Experts recommend applying 
calamine lotion or a sunburn cream to 
the area—and keeping out of the sun 
until the skin has healed. 
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Acetaminophen (Tylenol) can also help 
relieve tenderness. 

Beyond preventing sunburn, 
sunscreens help block skin cancer, 
which is increasing at a rate of six to ten 
percent annually, says Hurvitz. There are 
more than 700,000 cases of skin cancer 
every year in this country. Hurvitz urges 
parents not to forget themselves as they 
pull out the sunscreen and carefully 
cover their children with the protective 
lotion. "Adults do a lot of things for their 
kids and not for themselves," he says. 
"Parents shouldn't forget they need 
sunscreen just as much as do their 
children."

Together: 
FIRST-TIME CAMPING 


To parents who haven't been camping 
since they were in Scouts, the idea of 
taking a family out in the woods can be 
daunting. It’s actually workable—and 
fun —if you bring the right equipment 
and follow some basic advice. 

DeWayne Johnson, editor of Camping 
Today, recommends that families 
interested in trying camping start out by 
talking with a local outfitting store and 
selecting some reliable basics. If it’s tent 
camping parents are after, much of the 
equipment can be rented, and this can 
be a cost-effective way to test not just the 
gear but the camping itself. For those 
more interested in motor home or 
recreational vehicle travel, local yellow 
pages advertise the names and numbers 
of firms that rent such equipment, 
Johnson says. In both cases, the trip is 
bound to go better, says Johnson, if 
seasoned camping friends can be 
cajoled into coming along for on-the- 
spot advice and support. 

Before venturing out, Johnson suggests 
parents first try out the equipment at 
home in the backyard. Set up the tent. 
Drive the motor home around town. Try 
the gas light. It’s far better to struggle with 
equipment when home—and parts and 
guidance are still a phone call away. 

For the first trip out, Johnson suggests 
families start with a weekend excursion, 
ideally within 100 miles of home. 
Families can pick from a wide range of

to seeing Seymour so out of character, playing such a prim, proper—even neurotic— 
role. "My kids thought that was really hilarious." 

Austria, it turned out, was indeed wonderful, “almost a vacation." There were boat 
rides and visits to castles and Seymour got the chance to do some painting in the 
mountains. As for her character of Fraulein Rottenmeier, Seymour sees her as a tragic 
figure rather than an evil one. “She's madly in love with Herr Sesemann [her employer 
and the father of Heidi's friend Klara], and she believes the more efficient she is, the 
more indispensable she will become to that household—and that Herr Sesemann will 
finally realize who he needs..." In hindsight, however, Seymour worries that playing the 
perfect governess on the set might have driven her to loosen just up a little too much 
on Aer parental authority after hours. 

Seymour's children, Katie and Sean, teamed up with Noley Thornton, who plays 
Heidi, and Lexi Randall, who plays the bedridden Klara, and “they all just had a ball," 
Seymour says. The kids had sleep-overs, and midnight feasts, and enjoyed “a rich 
fantasy life." One night they fashioned a rope out of hotel property to make a daring 
escape. Seymour laughs ecstatically: "Yes, things were being thrown out the window... 
towels and sheets seemed to be leaving the hotel..." She adds hastily, “Oh, they were 
all retrieved, of course." Sheets, towels. And kids. 

seymour has the highest praise for Noley Thornton and Lexi Randall as actors. Her 
own children don't aspire to follow her career path, but they have appeared on 
camera with her. Daughter Katie was only three when she sang a French song in the 
miniseries War and Remembrance, and when Jane played Marie Antoinette, Katie and 
sean were the royal children. Sean in fact bore an uncanny resemblance to the 
Dauphin and took great delight in dressing up as a girl to flee the palace. “In real life,” 
seymour says, Katie, 11, would like to be a vet and a soccer player. Sean, seven, loves 
karate, baseball and computers, and aims to be a comedian. Seymour is also close to 
her stepdaughter Jennifer, 12, who wants to be an actress and doctor. (She has a fine 
role model!) All of the children ramble around the mountainous set where Seymour 
now puts in long hours as Dr. Quinn. 

Meanwhile home is in Santa Barbara with a host of pets that Seymour's Heidi 
character of Fraulein Rottenmeier would vigorously disapprove of: two dogs, a cat, — 
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"we had a duck but the coyotes got it"— 
a cockatiel, two rats (!?), and two rabbits 
"that we had to give away because the 
children just couldn't care for them." 
seymour herself was born and grew 
up in England. Her father was a 
physician, and at an early age she was 
watching him perform in the operating 
room. At school Seymour admits she 
didn't thrive until sent to dance academy 
at age 13. Then she was so elated to be 
spending half the time dancing that her 
scholarly work improved dramatically. 
somewhere in Seymour's history there 
lurks an obvious question in regards to 


Heidi, a question to which the answer is, 
Yes. For the character of Fraulein 
Rottenmeier, Seymour drew on several 
crabby teachers from her own past, in 
particular a school headmistress whom 


Seymour is not afraid to name and with 
whom she now claims to be very 
friendly. The atmosphere at the school 
was Victorian and very strict. Conduct 
and behavior were monitored at all 
times through a system of demerits, 
and the young ladies had to curtsey, 
curtsey, curtsey. “l could run upstairs 
and curtsey both at the same time,” 
Seymour recalls with a laugh. "Heidi 
never had to do that"

Jason Robards Returns to The Disney Channel

Jason Robards, who created a memorable Mark 
Twain in the 1991 Disney Channel Premiere Film 
Mark Twain and Me, returns to The Disney Channel in 
the four-hour miniseries Heidi. In the miniseries, 
Robards plays the crucial role of Heidi’s reclusive and 
tormented grandfather. And it’s a role he's familiar 
with: Robards recalls playing the role of Heidi's 
grandfather once before, when he was but 
a young actor still 
earning a name for 
himself in the acting 
biz. Robards "put on 
his old man's voice," 
he says, and dubbed in 
the voice of the grand- 
father for a Swiss 
version of the film. 
Little did Robards 
know that 40 years 
later he would actually 
play the role on screen. 

Robards is an actor’s 
actor, one some critics 
declared the 
American equivalent to 
such British masters as the late Sir Laurence Olivier. 
Since 1956, he has earned a reputation as the 
foremost interpreter of the work of America’s Nobel 
Prize-winning playwright Eugene O'Neill. His stage 
work has resulted in six Tony Award nominations, and 
he has appeared in over 40 films, winning two Oscars 
for Best Supporting Actor back-to-back, for For All The 
President’s Men in 1976 and for Julia in 1977. Robards’ 
work in television ranges from miniseries to narrating 
a number of notable television specials, and he also 


have 
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has garnered an Emmy Award. 

It’s fitting that Robard’s career has led him to a high 
place among the acting profession. While filming 
the miniseries in Austria’s Tyrolean Alps, which tower 
10,000 feet above sea level, Robards took oxygen 
along just as a precaution. To his surprise, however, 
he never cracked the tank’s cylinder. “After a couple 
of weeks | felt better than ever,” Robards laughs. 
"| cleared out. Then І 
came back to sea level, 
and | wanted oxygen." 

In addition to the 
awesome landscape, 
Robards says that what 
made Heidi an experi- 
ence unique to others 
in his career was 
the special friendship 
that he developed with 
Noley Thornton, his 10- 
year-old co-star who 
plays Heidi. Then there 
was the depth of the 
miniseries^ script, which 
he relied on entirely 
while creating and shaping the complex and mercurial 
character of Heidi's suffering grandfather. 

“Who you’re acting with and the quality of the script 
always make a tremendous difference in the work," 
Robards says, "and that was the big difference here. | 
just had a wonderful experience."
